The supreme military council, con- 
sisting of King Boris, his cabinet, 
and the army general staff conferred 
at the palace today as Greek rebels 
continued to enter the country over 
the guarded frontier.

A road bond proposal, an enabling 
act to a _ constitutional amendment 
ratified by the people two years ago 
under which the state assumed’ a debt 
owed the counties by the highway 
department for road construction, also 
was passed by the honse. 

Sum Set Aside. 

The measure directs the treasury to 
set aside $221,096.11 each month out 
of highway funds accruing from the 
gasoline tax. Payments to counties 
are to be made at the rate of 10 per 
cent of the total debt each year until 
paid in full, beginning in March, 1936. 

A petition to invalidate these high- 
way refunding certificates was over- 
ruled recently by Judge J. H. Haw- 
kins, of Marietta, in the Blue Ridge 
circuit superior court. The suit was 
brought by the Madronah Sales Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, as a taxpayer, and 
Judge Hawkins’ ruling was appealed 
to the supreme court for another 
hearing at a future date. The At- 
lanta firm maintained the amendment 
on which the people voted in 1933 
was not properly advertised in news- 
papers in all congressional districts 
and therefore the state could not con- 
stitutionally assume this debt. 

The house also passed a measure 
allowing special officers of railroads 
to make arrests on railroad property.

Extra Session Bill Passed. 


A constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the calling of the legis- 


| lature into extraordinary session in 


the event the governor does not desire 
to call such a session, was passed by 
the house. It provides that two- 
thirds of the members of the legisla- 
ture shall certify to the governor that 
an emergency exists in the affairs of 
the state. If the governor fails to 
call a special session within five 
days, he shall then turn the certifi-

Legislation could not pass congress 
unless the codes governing local and 
intrastate business were made volun- 
tary, and enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws strengthened. 


Williams’ Motive Questioned. 


“It’s a return to the principle of 
self-government in business upon a 
basis of willingness to comply with 
certain minimum requirements,” he 
said. “If we are going to revamp 
NRA substantially along these lines, 
the labor provision would probably 
find ite place in the Wagner bill, or 
some other special legislation.” 

In view of the trend toward an 
altered NRA, or transfer of its power 
elsewhere, it appeared likely today 
that President Roosevelt would post- 
pone naming a successor to S. Clay 
Williams, chairman of the recovery 
board, who is planning to retire in 
two weeks. 

It was believed he would wait to 
see what kind of legislation congress 
enacted, rather than fill a post which 
might not exist under the new law. 

In connection with Williams’ deci- 
sion to retire, I. M. Ornburn,. presi- 
dent of the Cigar Makers’ Union, said 
the NRA head had retired “five 
months too late and a month too 
early.” 

Ornburn said the American Federa- 
tion of Labor adopted a resolution six 
months ago condemning Williams’ ap- 
pointment. 

“During the next month the senate 
investigation will examine the admin- 
istration of NRA.” Ornburn added. 
“By resigning at this time, Mr. Wil- 
liams will not have to face the music 
as an official who can be called to 
account.”

fare against illegal whisky in Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Florida and South Caro- 
lina. In January of 1933 investiga- 
tors seized 4,789 gallons of whisky 
in those four states. During January 
of 1935 the agents confiscated 10,047 
gallons. Of the 10,047 gallons seized 
in the district 4,421, or more than 40 
per cent, was confiscated in Georgia. 

‘There are perhaps a dozen liquor 
syndicates operating in. Atlanta at 
present,” Mr. Tuttle said. ‘The larg- 
est of them average 12,000 gallons 
monthly, or 3,000 gallons of corn 
whisky a week. Since January 1 we 
have ‘knocked off’ three syndicates, 
all of them in the top rank as dis- 
tributors, but as fast as we put one 
group out of business another comes 
along to take its place. | 

Distribution Changed. 

“One thing we have accomplished, 
and that is the forcing of the moon- 
shiners out of the distribution end of 
the racket. In the old days the mak- 
ers of corn liquor brought their own 
products to Atlanta for sale. Now 
they ‘sell to the syndicates, who take 
the risk of transporting and selling the 
whisky in the city. The moonshiner 
receives around 80 cents a gallon and 
the distributor wholesales it for about 
$1.50 a gallon.” 

Florida, the one state in Mr. Tut- 
tle’s district that permits the legal 
sale of liquor, gives the least trouble 
insofar as corn whisky is concerned. 

“People in Florida are able to buy 
repeal liquor, and while the price is 
a bit high they seem to prefer it to 
the corn whisky,” he said. “In con- 
sequence, Georgia, Alabama and South 
Carolina give us the most trouble.” 

Georgia has long been a leader in 
the manufacture of corn. whisky, 
eclipsing even Kentucky and Tennes- 
see in the amount of liquor produced, 
according to records in Mr. Tuttle's 
office.

Representatives in congress from 
the guif states should unitedly sup-

LIFE IN A LEPROSARIUM. 

Many who read this will recall the 
heartless way in which the authorities 
of this country, some of them health 
officers, hounded the leper Early from 
one jurisdiction to another not so 
many years ago. The unfortunate vic- 
tim of this vicious persecution might 
have been Public Enemy A-1, from 
the way his pursuit by our officers 
was featured in the headlines. 

In the last fiscal year, ending June 
1934, 64 new patients were ad- 
mitted to the National Leprosarium, 
Carville, Louisiana. Of these, 50 had 
not previously been in the institution, 
three were former patients who had 
been paroled but whose leprosy had 
again become active, and five were 
previously released patients who re- 
turned for treatment of secondary 
conditions, but whose leprosy showed 
no signs of clinical or bacteriological 
reactivation, 

_ Seventeen patients absconded dur- 
ing the year; six of these were read- 
mitted. Nine aliens were deported as 
not entitled to hospitalization at the 
expense of the United States gov- 
ernmet. Twenty patients were pa- 
role, of whom two elected to remain 
in the hospital.

For much the same reason a lepro- 
sarium as a safe place to live so far 


‘as the risk of contracting leprosy is 


concerned. 

Patients who have spent a year or 
two in a tuberculosis sanatorium often 
regret the necessity of leaving the place 


to return to their former home when 


the disease becomes arrested. 

At Carville, where there are gener- 
ally 360 or more resident patients, as 
well as a staff of physicians, nurses 
and employees, there is quite the same 
pleasant atmosphere that patients in 
the tuberculosis sanatorium grow to 
love. Social activities, entertainments, 
games, lectures, holiday celebrations, 
méals served al fresco, special menus, 
all combine to maintain a happy 
spirit. 

During the year 66 new volumes 
were placed in the patients’ library, 
and 28 magazines subscribed for and 
five newspapers—all paid for out of 
the patients’ own benefit fund. 

Leprosy is rather less likely to 
spread than tuberculosis, and no in-

It seemed the only feasible way 
to get anything done. There was 
plenty of temper, to be sure, for Mr. 
Robinson has a low boiling point and, 
for a long time, in his repartee with 
the dictator of Louisiana has been 
holding back his Sunday punch by a 
visible effort of the will. He took 
steps toward Huey a few days ago 
during an exchange of remarks but 
broke off and laughed instead. Just 
what Senator Robinson had in mind 
at the instant was not stated for the

WASHINGTON, March he 
absence of a definite program, even 
sketched in broad outline, is an as- 
pect of the New Deal quite widely 
admitted now by young New Dealers 
and by some in high places. 

Granting the extreme difficulty of 
mapping a course even in the most 
general terms which can encompass 
the complexity of changing factors in- 
volved, there is a noticeably growing 
unrest among numerous groups of 
New Dealers at President Roosevelt's 
continued adherence to his role as a 
quarterback calling signals play by 
play. The young idealists doubt 
whether any ground is being gained 
and are afraid their direction may be 
opposite to that in which they hoped 
to go when they joined the team. 

Prophecies are widespread in Wash- 
ington that the president will soon 
call signals for a run around left 
end, after having tried right end and 
the right side of the line for several 
months—especially since the senate 
took what is interpreted as a dash 
toward the left in the first vote on 
the “prevailing wage’ amendment to 
the work relief bill. But such a play 
will not quiet the misgivings of many 
young New Dealers. They want to 
see the plays sketched for some defi- 
nite goal. 

Censorship Tightened. 

The background of this play-by-play 
sort of planlessness, in an adminis- 
tration which has constantly talked 
planning but in which there is a vast 
amount of overlapping of function 
and working at cross purposes, is 
perhaps one explanation of the jit- 
ters which afflict some high New Deal 
officials. Further, it may help to ex- 
plain why there is developing in the 
various New Deal departments a 
rigorous type of censorship. A story 
from one department may prove to be 
bad news for another, and vice versa. 
In fact, such situations have not been 
infrequent. 

One of the early press releases we 
issued from the consumers’ counsel 
office in agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration, for example, was taken 
as an affront by General Johnson, at 
the national recovery administration, 
because, after Washington department 
store heads had testified that the 
processing tax was a negligible item 
in the increased prices of cotton 
goods, we suggested that it was not 
within the province of the AAA to 
investigate manufacturing spreads. 
That, we merely stated, was within 
the possible functions of the NRA 
under the cotton textile code. 

It was not surprising that con- 
sumer activities were almost com- 
pletely wet-blanketed at the NRA 
from the beginning, especially so far 
as publicity went, and that, in the 
end, the same fate was visited upon 
the consumers’ counsel at the AAA. 
And the public can scarcely expect 
much action from the consumers’ di- 
vision, with its county consumer coun- 
cils, under Donald R. Richberg, at 
the national emergency council—un- 
less consumers throughout the coun- 
try set up a united howl about the 
rapidly rising cost of living. For the 
consumer activities of the New Deal 
—a pleasant advertisement, men- 
tioned by the president in one of his 
messages to congress and by Mrs. 
Roosevelt two or three times—are, 
after all, efforts primarily in behalf 
of the public interest and _ thereby 
step upon too many toes. 

Bi-Weekly Struggles. 

Publication of the consumers’ guide 
at the AAA every two weeks has 
meant bi-weekly struggles for Mary 
Taylor, the editor, with Alfred D. 
Stedman, former newspaperman, now 
assistant administrator of AAA ‘and 
director of the division of informa- 
tion. Some of his censorship has 
reached hilarious heights, as for ex- 
ample when he refused to allow Miss 
Taylor to publish in the guide a state- 
ment by Mrs. Roosevelt favoring con- 
sumer grade-labeling and standards 
for canned goods. Also, when he de- 
clined to permit publication in the 
guide of excerpts from Secretary Wal- 
lace’s 1933 annual report concerning 
abuses in the milk industry and pos- 
sible methods of handling them. 

Sometimes material published

press releases of an earlier day rises | 


to haunt officials and illumines the 
whirligig kind of policies they pur- 
sue. FPointedly illustrating such ma- 


| 


terial is the label, “distributors mas- 
querading in overalls,” which Mr. 
Stedman had Secretary Wallace pin | 
on Charles Holman and other heads | 
of bargaining dairy co-operatives | 
whom the AAA about a year ago ac- | 
cused of playing hand-in-glove with | 
the distributors to cheat the con- 
sumer and the farmer, and whom they 
now call fine fellows. In fact, the 
AAA plans virtually to turn the en- 
tire dairy policy over to the “mas- 
queraders.”’ 

Another such piece of material was 
the speech of Secretary Wallace at 
Madison, Wis., last year, in which he 
cited th». large profits made by milk 
distributors in various metropolitan 
cities throughout the depression, as 
revealed in governmental audits of 
their own figures. This speech fol- 
lowed the ousting of the dairy section 
chief, Clyde L. King, and institution 
of the revised milk policy. In oust- 
ing King, Administrator Chester C 
Davis, of the AAA, blamed Frederie 
C. Howe, consumers’ counsel, for that 
speech of Mr. Wallace. He said the 
AAA had not been able to negotiate 
with the distributors since. Actual- 
ly, Mr. Stedman wrote it. 

Some people may wonder whether 
Mr. Stedman has difficulty finding 
phrases to suit each reversal of pol- 
icy, or any qualms about doing so. 
Or, for that matter, whether any of 
the other government department 
press agents—of whom there is an 
unprecedented number—don’t get diz- 
by turning out their floods of mate- 
rial, which they insist is not propa- 
ganda at all but purely factual. 

The censorship also takes the form 
of suppression of many reports—such 
as the recent report of an investiga- 
tion conducted by an AAA legal staff 
member into conditions among the 
share croppers and tenant farmers of 
the south, as a result of the AAA cot- 
ton reduction program, and the re- 
port of conditions among the Florida 
citrus workers following an investiga- 
tion made last year by the AAA, 
NRA and department of labor. 

Amusing Suppression Incident. 

An amusing and illuminating inci- 
dent of such suppression occurred 
when Mr. Howe sought to make pub- 
lie certain conclusions on milk dis- 
tribution and processing ‘costs ar- 
rived at by Dr. Max Wasserman, of 
the University of Illinois, a statisti- 
cal economist on the consumers’ coun- 
sel staff, after months of study of

Mrs. Rus- 
sell and Mrs. Armor smiled at the 
statement. 

Lucas Urges Control. 


In declaring that the best way to 
solve the liquor problem is to have 
rigid control of the liquor traffic, Dr. 
Lucas said that if the church lead- 
ers indict every one who drinks wine 
or such liquids they should indict 
Christ, as the Bible tells of the use 
of wine freely during Christ’s lifetime. 

“Instead of teaching prohibition, the 
Bible teaches temperance,” Dr. Lu- 
cas said. “The prohibition law has 
not brought temperance. I do not 
know if the proposed control bill will 
wy temperance. I only think it 
will.” 

Chief Sturdivant’s appearance came 
somewhat as a surprise as it was not 
announced that he would appear be- 
fore the committee. 

“I have been a police officer here 
for more than 25 years and I am here 
to tell you that public sentiment is 
against the dry law and no law 
which public sentiment is against can 
be enforced,” the chief told the com- 


mittee. 
Police Records Read. 

Chief Sturdivant read reports from 
the police department showing that 
there were only 4,214 arrests for 
drunkenness in Atlanta in 1920, the 
year of the advent of national prohi- 
bition as compared with 17.966 ar- 
rests last year when prohibition was 
at its heighth.

Removal of Restrictions.

Williams stepped into the news 
early in this session of the legisla- 
ture when he said he would not vote 
to repeal Georgia’s bone dry law un- 
less distillers in his county (Coffee 
county) were permitted to make le- 
gal whisky. 

He was co-author of a resolution 
adopted by the house asking the con- 
trol board to lift restrictions if Geor- 
gia legalizes liquor. epresentative

“If this isn’t done. we will have 
to send money outside the state to 
buy it,” Williams said.

When the earth gets directly be- 
tween the sun and the moon, it means 
an eclipse of the moon. 

After you are sure you understand 
the waxing and waning of the moon, 
you may enjoy testing out a few 
eclipses. 

While the moon moves around the 
earth, the earth twists to give us 
night and day. At the same time, the 
earth is making the long journey 
around the sun which marks the time 
we call a year. :

The first sweater which Nancy 
had made for a small child was so 


successful that she decided to try 
some sweaters for mere infants. 

She laid in a stock of fine soft 
wools. Usually the shades were 
corn color, white, pale pink or pale 
blue. She felt that too few moth- 
ers chose yellow for nursery colors 
or for trimming the infant’s clothes. 
The yarns she chose were usually 
saxony weaves of about three fold. 
Occasionally she selected 
with the silk thread interwoven. This 
always gives the finished garment a 


bit of glint that adds to the daintiness 


of the effect. She avoided most of tne 
fuzzy angora wools for small babies 
because she discovered that some ba- 
bies were annoyed by the soft fine 
fuzz. Then too the smoother finished

FARM BUREAU ISSUES 


SCREW WORM WARNING 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—(?)— 
A repetition of the 1934 “screw worm 
disaster” in the southeast was describ- 
ed by the department of agriculture 
today as inevitable this year, unless 
April 15 is made the deadline for all 
farm and range practices which leave 
open wounds on live stock. 

r. F. C. Bishopp, of the depart- 
ment, said “there is every reason to 
believe that the southeastern states 
face another screw worm outbreak.” 

Among the main causes of screw 
worm attack, Dr. Bishop, in charge 
of the division of insects affecting man 
and animals, listed breeding animals 
so the young were born in the fly 
season, and dehorning, docking, or 
marking at a time the wounds are 
— to be visited by the screw worm 
ly

| breeding so the young will have ample 
‘time to recover from man-made

juries before the flies emerge from 
winter hibernation and become abund- 
ant around April 15, many losses can 
be prevented.

World ‘Brain Trust’ 
Is Urged by Butler 


LONDON; March 6.—(#)—A pro- 


posal to set up an ifiternational body 


of experts which would serve as a 
“brain trust” for all governments in 
advising ways to bring about a re- 
turn of prosperity was formally pre- 
sented at this evening’s session of Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler’s unofficial 
world economic conference. 

It was understood the immediate re- 
action of the conference, including a 
score of leading British economists and 
bankers, was divided. No decision will 
be taken until tomorrw. 

The aim of the international “brain 
trust” would be to carry on the work 
inaugurated by the present conference 
and to advise governments on practi- 
cal methods for stabilization of cur- 
rencies, lowering tariffs and other 
trade barriers, and even settlement of 
war debts.
